KI> AT NUW OKLUAXS. 


Unthiisiaslic Itiiception of Gen. Ualk- 


er at Nexi' Orleans. 


\i;w OULKANS, .May 28.—The steamship 


Empire City reached h'cr wharf at 7 o'clock 
last evening. 


Among the passengers on board the Em- 


pire City are Gen. William Walker and 
staff, who have abandoned the field of op- 
erations in Central America. 


Gen. 
Walker capitulated on the 1st of 


May to C'apt. Davis of the U. S. sloop of 
war St. Mary's, and with his staff and 2GO 
men, 
the remains ofhis army, were brought 


to Panama by the steamer Mariposa. The 
Costa Kictms were not known in the arti- 
cles of capitulation. 


Ten thousand people were present to re- 


ceive Gen. Walker, who was accompanied 
by Col. Jacques, Mr. Pilcher, and Mr. Turn- 
er, Agent of tiie Associated Press, in a car- 
riage, to the St. Charles Hotel, where Gen. 
Walker made a speech, expressing his 
thanks for the splendid reception given him, 
saying that in the mass before him, he recog- 
nized the American love of liberty, and as- 
suring them that victory was still sure. 


The greatest -excitement still prevails in 


the city, and the St. Charles is besieged by 
thousands, anxious aid eager to see and 
hear the General. 


He was obliged to speak twice before the 


crowd were satisfied. 


Gen. Walker surrendered because Cant. 


Davis signified his intention of seizing the 
schooner Granada, which held his (Walk- 
er's) reserve. 


Gen. 
Walker was kept a close prisoner 


by the U. S. Commodore at Panama, not- 
withstanding the term of capitulation, which 
allowed him and his officers their liberty, 
and gave them the privilege of retaining 
their side arms.
